Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because figures 1 and 9 should include descriptive labeling. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 5-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Shimizu US 
2002/0093659 or Shimizu EP 1 219 953 Al. Shimizu '659 disclose in figures 1-8 a dielectric 
block 10, thin film 12, a sample holding mechanism, an optical incidence system 15, 
photodetection means 17, differentiation means (see Abstract), computation means 20, wherein 
the light receiving elements are divided into groups of at least two adjacent light receiving 
elements, then averaging outputs of each group. Its inherent the pitch between the light 
receiving elements is one-fourth or less of the half-value width of the dark lines (see col. 5 lines 
37-43); a sensitivity correction means for correcting for a difference in sensitivity between the 
light-receiving elements of said photodetection means, the sensitivity correction means corrects 
for a difference in sensitivity between the light-receiving elements of said photodetection means 
by processing signals (see col. 4 line 10 - col. 7 line 47). 

Shimizu '953 disclose a similar system. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed.
